British Patrol Boat 
Sunk by Submarine 


BERLIN, July 28, (via Sayville.)— 
, In a naval battle between several Ger+ 
man submarines and three British 
patrol boats off the coast of Scotland’ 
one of the British vessels ‘was sunk, 
according to a report received by the 
Dutch newspaper Handelsblad and 
telegraphed to the Overseas News 
Agency.. The dispatch continues: 
“The patrol boats were the Nellie 
Nutten, Onward, and Eva. The Nellie 
Nutten was sunk. Three members 
of hér crew were killed and the ré- 
maining eleven were rescued by a 
Dutch fishing boat and landed in a | 
Scotch harbor. Three of the eleven | 
men rescued later died in consequence 
of their wounds. The other two pa- 
trol boats are supposed to have 
lost with the whole of their crews,” 





LONDON, July 28.—-A German sub- 
marine has raided a British fleet of 
herring fishing boats.

POLICE OUST THUGS: 
FROM STRIKE ZONE 


Gangsters Turned Back and 
Railway Company Warned > 
Not to Employ Them. 

















RIOTING STILL GOES ON 





Strikers in Bronx Stone Cars and) 
Attempt to Drive Off All 
Strikebreakers. 


The discovery that gangsters and 
members of notorious east side organ- 
izations were being employed in the 
strike on the lines of the Union Railway 
Company caused Police Commissioner 
Wood yesterday: to send every police- 
man available for strike duty to the 
Bronx. 

Seveh members of Jack Sirrocco’s 
band were met by Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Lord and Captain Andrew 
Wines of the Bronx Detective Branch 
as they were crossing the Fordham 
Bridge at 207th Street and ordered to 
leave the neighborhood. The gangsters 
were crossing the bridge in an auto- 
mobile, apparently bent for one of the 
barns of the Union Railway Company, 
when they were discovered. They in- 
sisted that they had been gn etd 
the cotmpany to act as guards t were 
not permitted to cross thé 


Mr. Lord ‘and Captain ‘Wines sate: 


calléd on the officials of the Union Rail- 
way Company, and warned them that 
they would not be permitted to employ 
as guards men who belonged to any of 
the gangs of the city. No evidence was 
obtained that men of this calibre were in 
the service of the carmen’s union, but 
Mr. Lord and Captain Wines, nevérthe- 
less, went to all the halls engaged by 
the strikers, and informed thé leaders 
hot to enlist the services of any one 
whose presence might tend to add‘to the 
violence in the Bronx. 

‘“‘ The Police Department is determined 
to eliminate gangsters and men of evil 
reputations from the strike situation,’ 
said Mr. Lord. *‘ Men who might start 
trouble and are known as having that 
kind of reputation must go out of the 
Bronx and stay out. We have notified 
the agency through whom the seven 
men were ny thet by the Union’ Rail- 
way Com ny ft that such characters will 
not be tolerated

Mere Cars Running. 


The Union Railway Company was able 
to run more of its cars yesterday than 
on any day since the strike began, but 
shut down its service completely again 
from 9 P. M. until this morning, as a 
precautionary measure. At one time 87 


of the 120 cars running ou. of the West 
arms barn were in operation. One 
hundred and fifty cars are. generally 
sent out during the — from the Kings-

WASHINGTON, July 28.—An. agree- 
ment for an adjustment of the differ- 
ences between the United States and 
Mexico through the offices of an inter- 
national joint commission was reached 
today. The commission will have broad 
powers that will‘enable it to take into 
consideration every ‘matter that has 
served to imperil the friendly relations 
between the two countries. The basic 
principle of the understanding reached is 
the prevention of ‘war, but beyond that 
the commissioners will endéavor to ef- 
fect an agreement that will provide for 
a permanent settlement of the troubles 
that have so frequently brought the two 
nations. to the verge of hostilities. 

Frank -L. Polk, the Acting Secretary of 
State, handed to Eliseo Arredondo, the 
Ambassador Designate of Mexico, late 
this afternoon,’ a formal note in which 
the Mexican proposal for the appoint- 
ment of a, joint commission is accepted 
by Presjdént Wilson. The text of the 
note follows:

The correspondent, who had beefT cau- 
tioned that he was likely to find much

All the 
men. questioned declared they knew 
nothing of the existence of such a feel- 
ing. One soldier summed up their at- 
titude as follows: 

“ Some American ammunition is being 
used here, but that is a political ques- 
tion, and we do not know much about 

olitics. We don’t hate anybody. We 
on’'t hate the Russians. It war, 
an] we are here to fight, and we are 
going to keep right on fighting until 
the enemy has had enough, whether it 
lasts one year or ten.”’ 

The men were well clothed and plain- 
ly well fed. The Gay previously the 
correspondent inspected a division com- 
missariat and obtained from the quar- 
termaster a list of the rations. Inquiries 
among the men confirmed this list in 
every detail. The daily ration follows: 
Bread, (unmixed, wit potato flour,) 
750.gtams; meat, 250 grams; grogts, 125 
grams; butter. 65 grams: coffee, ® 
grams; salt, 25 grams; tea, 38 grams; 
sugar, 17 grams: cheese, 25 grams; 
wheat flour, 75 gTams. 

There are two meatless days weekly, 
on one fish {s substituted and on the 
other stewed fruits, with rice. When 
the water in the trenches is bad the 
tea and sugar rations are doubled. Two 
cigars and two cigarettes are issued 
daily to each man. In addition every 
battalion has its own canteen, where 
cakes and canned fruits, &c., can be 
bought. : 

A number of the’ men were asked if 
the rations were sufficient. None were 
found who did not express complete sat- 
isfaction. ‘The soldiers were openly 
amused when informed it had been re- 

orted abroad that their rations had 
een cut down and that they were often 
forced to go hungry. The only ration 
reduced is that of bread, and this reduc- 
tion was made long ago because it was 
found that the men were unable to eat 
more than the quantity now allowed. 
This ration compares with grams 
daily allowed civilians in Berlin. The 
daily meat ration for the soldiers equals 
the weekly allowance in Berlin, and the 
butter allowance is more than quad- 
ruple that in the capital. Rations in 
other things are in the same proportion.

It seems impossible that any Ger- 
mans there could still be left. alive, but 
it is too soon yet to know whether our 
men found any of them crouching in

erman soldiers may come out from 
this place of death, having escaped by 
what seems like a miracle, except that 
every day men do escape in the

places as Devil's Wood. 

The other men were eloquent about 
the German snipers, who were hidden in 
the foliage of the trees with rifles and 
machine guns and waited very patiently 
until any of our men began to crawl 
through the tree trunk. hat game is 
finished.

Attempt to Ram U-Boat Similar to 
Ship Using Defensive Gun.

One by Hans Holbein Heads the 
List with $7,500 Appraisal. 


Of Mr. Morgan's miniatures in the 
Metropolitan Museum the most valuable, 
according to the appraisal, is a portrait 
of Mrs. Pemberton by Hans Holbein. 
The price assigned to it is $7,500. The 
next in value is Auguste Cameray’s 
portrait of the Baroness Dachenhausen, 
at $5,500. 

Seven miniatures are appraised at 
more than $3,000. Besides the two men- 
tioned, they are portraits of Mme. du 
Barry and the daughter of the Earl of 
Ormond by Richard Cosway, valued at 
$4,000 and $3,050, respectively; a por- 
trait of Mary, Duchess of Richmond and 
Lenox, by Jean Petitot 
Bordier, $5,000; Jean H. Fragonard’s 
‘** Portrait of the Artist's Son,’’ $3,200; 
and a miniature of the Emperor Nich- 
olas_ and his brother by Jean F. Vollier, 

,575. 

The value of the total collection is 
estimated at $418,170. The appraiser 
was James B. Townsend, who served 
as director of the art exhibit at the 
Charleston Exposition. Mr. Townsend 
has been art critic for several New 
York newspapers, including THp NEW 
YORK Times, and has contributed to 
many of the leading magazines on art 
topics.

RICH HOME ADORNMENT. 


The schedule and appraisal of the 
contents of Mr, Morgan’s residence in 
Madison» Avenue shows that he fur- 
nished his home with a lavish hand. 
Many valuable paintings, tapestries and 
other works of art were mentioned in 
the contents. An Aubussen tapestry, 
woven by F.: Bouder in 1755, entitled 
“A French Garden Scene,” depicting 
**Love’s Young Dream,” was appraised 
at $50,000. <A Savronnerie carpet of 
the Renaissance period, Louis XIV., 
was valued at $20,000.

POLICE OUST THUGS 
FROM STRIKE ZONE

which one man was killed had been 
caused by strikers. He said he had re- 
ceived an unsigned letter from a man 
asserting that he had seen a striker re- 
move a set screw from the airbrake of 
the car a short time before it struck the 
subway pillar. 

An en ie of the company later as- 
serted that the rails approaching the 
switch where the accident happened had 
been greased by strikers, but this could 
not be confirmed. Acting Inspector 
Richard O'Connor of the Fourteenth In- 
spection District made an investigation, 
but came to the conclusion that no one 
but the motorman, who was killed, had 
been to blame. The man lost his head, 
it was said, as his car gained speed on 
the sharp decline at that point and 
turned the controller the wrong way, 
throwing 9on all the power. An investi- 
gation by Coroner Healy failed to show 
that strikers had interfered with the 
mechanism of the car. 

Mr. Maher saw Mayor Mitchel and re- 
peated his prediction that there would 
be trouble on all the transit lines of the 
city if uniformed policemen were not 
placed on the cars of the Union Railway 
Company. 

‘* I told him that this was the only way

Police on Waiting Orders. 


All off-duty men at the stations in the 
Bronx were ordered on reserve, and the 
force of detectives under Captain An- 
drew Wines was doubled. Inspector 
Schmittberger said that reports received 
by him had left little hope that a strike 
of the employes of the Third Avenue 
Company could be avoided. He directed 
all precincts to adhere rigidly to the 
rule that off-duty men be placed on re- 
serve duty, beginning at 4 M. About 
8,000 policemen were affected by the 
order. About 900 policemen are on their 
vacations, and these will be called back, 
he said, if the labor trouble should 
spread. 

The accidents, collisions, and disturb- 
ances during the day gave the police 
plenty of work. A mob of fifty strikers 
stopped an east-bound Tremont Avenue 
car near Jerome and Tremont Avenues 
and shattered its windows with stones. 
The motorman, conductor, and a few 

assengers s eedily deserted the car, 

olicemen dispersed the crowd, but 
made no arrests, and the car wag run 
back to the barn by a strikebreaker 
summoned from headquarters. 

A truck piled high with merchandise 
was driven across the rails in 188th 
Street near Brown Place, and the trolley 
wires were dragged down. Not many 
cars had been running on that route, 
but even these were put out of commis- 
sion. So many cars jumped the tracks 
and had collisions that count of them 
was lost at police headquarters. An 
east-bound Tremont Avenue car rammed 
an auto truck at Tremont and Park 
Avenues, and.both were badly damaged.

Strikers Stone a Car.

The result is that we are working today 
for a wage far below what we are entitled 
to. You are no doubt awaré that a great 
number of your fellow-employes over the 
different parts of the system have organ- 
ized and have presented the following de- 
mands to the officials of the company: 

First—The right of the employes to join 
the union without interference of any kind 
by the company. 

Second—An average wage of five cents 
an hour above the wage prevailing June 
30, 1916, with a one-year scale, which 
would make the scale thirty cents an hour 
for the first year service, and thirty-three 
cents an hour after one year service. 

Third—The officials of the company to 
meet with the committee representing the 
organization of the employes to agree upon 
working conditions for the future. 

These demands, if secured, will bring to 
us a part of what we are entitled to, and 
there is no question but that they can be 
secured if every employe upon this system 
will unite with us who are making the 
struggle. 

There will be a mass meeting held on 
Saturday evening, July 29, at the Lyceum, 
Eighty-sixth Street and Third Avenue, the 
meeting commencing at 8 P. M., and con- 
tinuing until morning. 

We earnestly plead with every employe of 
the system to attend this meeting and join 
with us, feeling assured if you do success 
will crown our efforts in a short time. In 
this struggle we have the backing of the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Elec- 
tric ilway Employes of America, which 
Mas a a of over 80,000, with 
contracts with various street railway com- 
panies in the United States and Canada. 
These contracts exist in Boston, Chicago, 
Buffalo, Detroit, Cleveland, Pittsburgh, 
New Orleans, San Francisco, Toronto, and 
other cities of like importance. In addi- 
tion we are affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, of which we have 
the co-operation and support.

District 
Attorney, came about in this way: For 
the last ten days the prosecutor has 
been seeking to iure into the jurisdic- 
tion a witness who could be of great 
service as a source of information. 
This man is supposed to know many 
details of the alleged operations of 
Detectives William J. Enright and 
David Foley, and is said to have been 
an agent af Enright’s in the Tender- 
loin. _He was a member of a notorious 
vice organization in the underworld 
known as the “ Little Combination,” 
as distinguished from another associa- 
tion called the ‘‘ Big Combination,” 
which had for its motto “ Live and 
Let Live.’’

THE PRICE OF DEFENSE. 
The army appropriations have inev- 
itably been greatly increased by the 
sudden transportation of a large body 
of troops to the Mexican border. The 
call for the troops was necessary. In- 
deed, it should have been made, not 
under the Hay law, but under the Fed- 
eral Constitution, to repel invasion, 
two months before it was issued. 
Doubtless the cost of the quick equip- 
ment and transportation of the troops 
was larger than it would have been if 
the War Department contained more 
men of experience and administrative 
skill. Experience begets skill, and 
there is reason to believe that the de- 
partment will get plenty of practical 
experience in the future. The cost of 
the extension of land defenses, how- 
ever, would have been very large in 
any event. Large sums must be ex- 
pended on aviation, on coast defense, 
and on the development of the field ar- 
tillery. 

We have been foolishly neglecting 
defensive measures, and now we must 
pay for our neglect. We can afford to 
pay. Perhaps the huge total of the 
Army Appropriation bill, nearly $314,- 
000,000, may be somewhat curtailed in 
conference. Not a dollar, however, 
should be stricken out of the appro- 
priations for practical naval extension. 
We need all the warships, all the mu- 
nitions, all the officers and men the 
Senate has provided for. The fight on 
the Naval bill is pending. That on the 
Army Appropriation bill comes later. 
All the influence of the Administration 
may be needed to save the Naval bill, 
but its defeat would be shameful.

MEGALOMANIA AND NEMESIS. 
The chorus of German Professors 

that has hymned German siperhu- 
manity so long has died away of late. 
Short rations and the uneasy con- 
sciousness of disaster may have dimin- 
ished the confidence of these gods of 
the choir. But Professor von STENGEL 
of the University of Munich, an expert 
on international law to whose sancti- 
ties the German Government is so de- 
voted, strikes up the true professorial 
note in a statement to the Dutch Paci- 
fist League: 
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The whole war up to date has shown 
that Germany has been chosen by 
Providence to lead all other peoples. 
We shall march at their head and 
bring them to abiding peace. For this 
mission we have the force, and also all 
the spiritual gifts, and we are the 
crown of the whole of civilization. 

This is the gospel that has been 
preached by German men of science, 
men of letters, philosophers, anthro- 
pologists, educators, most sonorously 
of all by the Kaiser, the master and 
epitome of all accomplishments And all 
knowledge. It has been taught in the 
schools, disseminated in books that 
have had innumerable editions, and 
has become an accepted and unques- 
tioned truth. By it a great and noble 
people has been led on a fatal path. 
“The German is the finest type of 
“homo sapiens, and this is true both 
“ physically and intellectually.” “Tho 
“civilization of the world is chiefly 
“due to the Germans.” “The Ger- 
“mans must inevitably conquer the 
“world.” “The Teutonic races are 
“masculine, the Latin races are femi- 
“nine. Marriage is inevitable.” Upon 
such meat doth Kaiserism feed. The 
illustrious HAECKEL somé years ago 
calmly advocated the extrusion of the 
inhabitants of Mesopotamia, Syria, and 
Asia Minor from their lands, te be ex- 
propriated by the superior race. “ We 
Germans are the rock,” satd the Kaiser 


‘in one of his multitudinous exaltations 


of speech and homilies to mankind, 
“upon which Gop will be enabled to 
found the civilization of the world.”

Learned Germany, offi- 
cial Germany, imperial Germany, 
military Germany, forgetting all mod- 
eration, puffed up with pride, has in- 
vited\for years the punishment of the 
“ distributer” of justice, the scourge of 
arrogemce, the pursuer of wrong. The 
day of\the German Nemesis seems not 


remote. 
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FITZGERALD AND THE STATE. 
The New York delegation in Con- 
gress is bigger and weighs less than 
that of any,other State. New York is 
the Empire State, and is outweighed 
in the councils of the nation by 
sparsely populated: sagebrush States 
in the West and tiny States in the 
East. The reason is that these States 
pay some attention to their Coh- 
gressional representation and this 
State doesn’t. Betng a Congressman 
is a business, and it takes time to 
learn it. Other States first try to 
get men of the kind they want for the 
job, and then keep them at it until 
they have learned the trade and be- 
come useful. There was a time when 
Maine, with four Representatives, had 
more influence in Congress than any 
other State. New York, however, re- 
serves all her scrutiny for Presi- 
dential, Gubernatorial, and Mayoralty 
candidates and pays more attention to 
the nomination of a Sheriff or County 
Clerk than to that of a Congressman. 
If by accident she does get a good 
Congressman she does not display the 
pride in the fact that Delaware or 
Wyoming takes, and often she does 
not keep him at the job. 

JoHN J. FirzGERacLp of Brooklyn is 
not only the most important figure in 
the New York delegation, which is 
saying little, but one of the leaders of 
Congress. He is Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, one of the 
greatest in the House. He won his 
place there by merit. He ts the only 
Northern man holding an important 
Chairmanship, and he holds it because 
the Southern men who control the 
House recognize his abilities. His 
responsibility is great, and he has dis- 
charged the duties of his office with 
credit to his State and benefit to the 
nation. He is not merely the only 
New York Congressman who is a na- 
tional figure, but he is a man whose 
loss would be felt by the nation. 

In the East, South, and West, when 
they get such a man in Congress, 
they keep him there as a matter of 
State pride, if nothing else. Here 
it is actually an argument against him 
that he has been there so long; it is 
“somebody else's: turn.” Besides, 
FITZGERALD, in his faithful discharge 
of his duty as Chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, has saved 
money to the country, even where that 
money would have been spent in his 
district. So there is a fight against 
him, and the politicians in the Sev- 
enth District are undertaking to de- 
prive the State and nation of his 
services so that some one of their 
number may have the title of Con- 
gressman and $7,500 a year for two 
years. No other issue is involved. 
The matter is one that does not af- 
fect alone the Seventh District or the 
Brooklyn politicians therein, but the 
nation and the State, and this ignoble 
attempt is directly against their in- 
terests. It should be defeated, and if 
there is either local pride or sense of 
responsibility in that district, it will 
be. 

A DISCOURAGING DECISION. 

Judge Advocate General CROoWDER’S 
decision in regard to the status of the 
National Guard under the new military 
law may be subject to revision. If it 
is to stand, the nation has been put 
into a pretty plight by the machi- 
nations of Mr. Hay of Virginia and 
his confederates in the concoction 
of the clauses of the Military bill 
relating to a so-called federalization 
of the militia. General CROWDER 
declares that while the act of June 8 
provides that the organized militia 
when drafted into the Federal service 
is available for an offensive campaign 
on foreign soil, the operation of that 
provision is restricted by other laws, 
especially the Volunteer act of 1914, 
which empowers the President to raise 





thorized him to do so. He also strange- 
ly complicates the situation by his as- 
sertion that as enlistment in a volun- 
teer army is wholly voluntary the 
President could not compel the Na- 
tional Guard to enter such an army. 
In other words, the Judge Advocate 
General ignores all the profound rea- 
soning, all the judicial decisions by 
which the Hay plan for the payment 
of the ‘National Guard by the Federal 
Government and its reconstitution as 
a national force were supported. 

The act of federalization, therefore, 
if this decision stands, will have be-

rot its acceptance, as its fiercest op- 
ponents said it would be. It is most 
unfortunate. So far-as the National 
Guard is concerned, it has responded 
nobly and effectively to the President's 
call. That some of its members are 
(disappointed to find that their stay on 
the bordér is probably to be devoted 
only to drill and patrol work is of 
small consequence. The militiamen 
are human. Regular army men. do 
their fair share of complaining. There 
is nothing in the present mood of the 
National Guardsmen to justify dle. 
couragement. The fact that seme of 
the States have st provided thelt full 
Quota of troops is no cause for alarm. 
If the Hay act survives they will rise 
to the occasion. The present mobili- 
ration of the guard should in time 
bring the organized militia of all the 
States in line. The trainihg the men 
will receive in border service will be 
‘Invaluable. We may set aside all the 
complaints of mismanagement as uh- 
important. The Government has 
bungled in handling a large number of 
troops at short notice, and the work of 
transportation and equipment has been 
slow. But all these defects can be 
remedied, and if there was reason to 
believe that the federalization of the 
militia was an assure@ fact there 
would be cause for congratulation that 
sO early an opportunity had come to 
put it into practice. 

But, obviously, federalization ts not 
an assured fact. The Judge Advocate 
General is not alone in the opinion 
that the State troops are still State 
troops and that the authority of the 
President over them has not been ma- 
terially altered by the profusion of 
words in the Hay bill. Therefore it 
seems likely that the work of Hay 
must sooner or later be undone, that 
the militia must be restored to its old 
status, and the defense of the country 
provided for by the establishment of an 
army of trained citizens under Federal 
control to reinforce the reguiar army 
in time of peril. The officers of this 
citizen army would always be regular 
army officers, its government would in 
no way concern the States. That was 
the Garrison plan, that wag the Cham- 
berlain plan. Garrison and CHamMBER- 
LAIN were defeated by Har, how Judge 
of the Court of Claims, and the skiliful 
operations of a National Guard lobby, 
with the result, if General CrowDER is 
right, that the country has been badly 
fooled and the organized militia put 
in a false position.

A CASE FOR DISCIPLINE. 

Mr. JoHN M. PARKER of New Orleans, 
the surviving name on the National 
Progressive ticket, is expressing senti- 
ments in the highest degree painful to 
instructed and docile Progressives and 
that merit sharp rebuke from the 
Commander of the Faithful at Oyster 
Bay.

There spoke the ‘‘ professional ”’ 
after his kind and all his kinds! 

The man who has devoted a large part 
of his life, exclusively, to the learning 
and practicing of any art—or of any 
industry, for that matter—is almost in- 
variably under the delusion that through 
all that time he has been advancing in 
proficiency, and that he has arrived at 
a degree of mastery not to be attained 
in ahy other or shorter way. The truth 
may be, and often is, that the profes- 
sional ceased to progress not long after 
his period of instruction turned into a 
period of practical application, and that 
ever gince he either has been standing 
still or has been retrograding. 

Men who can go on learning and im- 
proving indefinitely, or even well into 
old age, are highly exceptional; most 
of them reach the limit of acquisition, 
and do as wéll as they ever will what- 
ever it is their vocation to do, soon after 
what passes for the stage of apprentice- 
ship. It is said that no scientist who 
was over 45 when the “ Origin of 
Species’ appeared accepted DaRWwIN’s 
theories @s sound, and chess players 
know that it’s not interminable practice 
or study of the books, but natural ap- 
titude for the game, that makes the 
Morphy or even the Staunton. 

Of course some training is essential 
to efficiency of every kind, in war as 
in peace, but it wasn’t NapoLeon'’s few 
years at an excellent military school that 
enabled him to beat 80 many Generals 
as well taught as himself and much more 
experienced. Doubtless the British Army 
can fight as well now as it would after 
ten or twenty years more of drill, and 
current happenings indicate that its 
‘“‘amateurs ’’ need ask no odds of the 
German "professionals.'’ The ‘ pro- 
fessional’’ does know his business 
vastly better than the ‘‘ amateur "’ prop- 
erly so called, but he doesn’t know it 
better than the man who is an amateur 
only in the professional's estimation. 


In putting to death 
a British merchantman 
Captain because he, a 
year ago and while in 
command of another 
ship, not the one on which he was capt- 
ured, tried to ram a Getfman subma- 
rine, the Germans have made what they 
themselves will see in time as a grave 
tactical error. 

It will vastly increase the bitterness 
of British animosity against them, and 
to no purpose whatever, for they cannot 
imagine that it will have the slightest 
effect in the way of frightening other 
British Captains, and so making safer 
German submarines and their crews.

In the issue of your paper of July 25 I read 
a letter to the effect that the German undéer- 
sea boat Deutschiand flew the flag of the 
Imperial German Navy, and that the crew 
wore the German naval uniform. I am sure 
the writer of this letter was not very well 
acquainted with elther the naval or the mer- 
chant flag of Germany. If he was he would 
not have written such a letter. The German 
merchant flag is made up of horizontal stripes 
of black, white, and red. Pictures printed 
from photographs show the Deutschland fly- 
ing this flag, and Captain Koenig wearing 
a cap Hike those used by the merchant sall- 
ors of the North German Lloyd ships.

At»its annual meeting in April- the 
National Academy of Sciences voluti- 
teered to organize the scientific re- 
Sources ‘of educational and research in- 
stitutions in the interest of national: 
preparedness. This offer, which “ams 
immediately accepted by President Wil- 
son, hag led to the establishment of the 
National Reséarch Council. 

Public welfare and national security 
depend upon industrial. progress and 
military efficiency; and these, in turn, 
result from practical applications of 
scientific knowledge, A superstructure, 
ho matter how perfect, must have firm 
foundations, and thus thé: development 
of our industries must go hand in hand 
with the advancement of knowledge 
through Tresearch. | 

It is equally trie that the mobiliza- 
tion of indistry, sd successfully under- 
taken by the national engineering 6o- 
Cleties in co-operation with the Naval 
Consulting Board, must bé accom- 
panied by thé mobilisation of science. 
This. nécessity has been recognized in 
England by the establishment of an 
Advisory Couneil for Sdéiéhtific and In- 
dustrial Research, and in Australia by 
the organization of a National Insti- 
tute of Science and Industry. Thys it 
{is expected ultitnately to overcome the 
telling advantages, both in war and in 
peace, which Germany. has long en- 
joyed bééause Of the organization and 
dévelopment of her scientific resources. 

Paul Deschanel has remarked of 
French ‘men of science: “Ils pensent 
qtie 4éfendre ia vérité est le meilleur 
moyen de sérvir la patrie.” Thus the 
duties of a National Research Council 
should not be confined to thé necessities 
of war or the dévelopment of Américan 
industries. Wé should recognize, with 
Carty, the engineer, that when adapted 
to practical usés the “results of the 
pure scientist become of invalculable 
value to the industries as a whole.” 
And we should not fail to perceive that 
every form of &scientific research con- 
tributes to human progress. 

Euclid, working out problems in pure 
mathematics in Alexandria, prepared 
the way for the calculations of the en- 
gineer. Galileo, discovering the satel- 
lites of Jupiter, convinced the world 
of the truth of the Copernican theory, 
broke down abeurd mediaeval concep- 
tions which prevented scientific prog- 
réss, and stimulated exploration and 
advance in every field. Pasteur, study- 
ing the optical propérties of certain 
erystals with no thought of practical 
result, was led to his investigations of 
bactéria and his époch-making dis- 
coveries for the benefit of mankind. 

Thus scientific research In any field, 
whether for the advancement of knowl- 
edge or for direct industrial or mili- 
tary application, is a most fundamental 
form of national servicé, which should 
be encouraged by every possible means. 
The work of the teséarch council will 
thus télate to ptblic welfare in times 
of peace even more truly than to na- 
tional security in the évent of war. 

During our civil, war the need of 
scientific advice was often felt by our 
Governmént. Accordingly, the National 
Academy of Sciences was chartered in 
1863 by act of Congress; which stipu- 
latéd that ‘‘the academy shall, when- 
ever called upon by any department of 
the Government, investigate, examine, 
experiment, and report upon any sub- 
ject of sciénce or art. * * *” During 
the war, and freqtently in later years, 
the academy has deen consulted by 
Congreas, by the President, and by va- 
rious members of his Cabinet. It is 
thus the agency naturally chosen for 
the organization of the National Re- 
search Council. 

The purpose of the council is to bring 
into co-operation existing government- 
al, educational, industrial, and other re- 
search organizations, with the object of 
encouraging the investigation of nat- 
ural phénomena, the increased use of 
scientific research in the development 
of American industries, the employment 
of scientific methods in strengthening 
the national defense, and such other 
applications of science as will promote 
the national security and welfare. 

The council will be composed of lead- 
ing American investigators and engi- 
neers, representing the army; navy, 
Smithsonian Institution, and various sci- 
entific bureaus of the Government; 
educational institutions and research 
foundations, and the research laborato- 
ries of industrial and manufacturing 
establishments. 

Research committees of two classes 
will be appointed: 

Central committees, dealing with va- 
rious departments of science, comprised 
of leading authorities in each field, s¢- 
lected in consultation with the Presi- 
dent of the corresponding national so- 
ciety. 

Local committees in universities, col- 
leges, and other co-operating institu- 
tions engaged in Scientific research. 

The organizing committees will recom- 
mend to the National Research Coun- 
cil the following plan of procedure, ap- 
proved by the Council of the National 
Academy, but opén to such modification 
as the research council may deem de- 
sirable: 

(1) The preparation of a national 
census of equipment for research, of 
the men engaged in it, and of the lines 
of investigation pursued in co-operat- 
ing Government bureaus, educational in- 
atitutions, research foundations, and in- 
dustrial research laboratories; this .cen-

WASHINGTON, July 28.—The sup- 
Pressed. report of Captain William 8S. 
Sims, U. S. N., on the lessons of the

Oliver, a Democratic member of the 
House Committee on Naval Affairs. It

Was largely on the testimony of Captain 
and Rear Admiral Austin M.

Text of the Report. 


The suppressed report foHows: 

“Some days ago, at the request of 
Representative Oliver of the House Na- 
val Affairs Committee, Secretary Dan- 
fels telegraphed Captain William S. 
Sims, who had, at the request of the 
committee, appeared before it and advo- 
cated the construction of battle cruisers, 
and asked Captain Sims this question:

. tion with your testimony already iven be- 
fore it, modifying or confirming. 

“The first paragraph of Captain 
Sims's letter acknowleages the receipt 
of the Secretary's telegram. He then 
continues:

ent in any respect in regard to the

time to strengthen our fleet.. I have 
read carefull e American préss

Questions British Tactics. 
(c) The contention of British writ- 
ers that the sacrifice of the battle 


cruiser squadron in fighting a delaying 
action against battleships, late in the 
afternoon, was justified in the hope 
of bringing on a generai action .be- 
tween the main fleets, is not believed 
to be sou and this for the simple 
reason that the military situation did.

(D) There ig no reason to believe. 
that the Germans have ever intended 
to risk their fleet in a decisive action 
against the greatly superior British 
fleet. They are not in the habit of 
pitting any military force against 
twice its numbers of at least equally 

werful units. There is, on the con- 
rary, every reason to believe that the 
Germans knew exactly what they in- 
tended to do during this last sortie 
of the grand fleet, and it is a reason- 
able peeenepese that they accom- 
plished what “ intended, namely, 
the trapping an ounding of the 
British battle cruisers before the 
could be supported by the Britis 
main body. 

(E) The surprise to naval critics, 
and doubtléss to the Germans, was 
the extraordinary resistance battle 
cruisers can sustain and the extraor- 
dinary amount of damage’ they can 
inflict even against battleships. This 
indicates a greatly enhanced vaiue 
when they are employed in_ their 
proper role in a general naval engage- 
ment; that is, with their enfilading 
fire as fast wings, their driving power 
on the scouting line, their support of 
destroyer attacks, &ci 

(F) That the British attacked battle- 
ships with battle cruisers and ar- 
mored cruisers is their own affair. 
They doubtless had what they con- 
sidered sufficient reascns for doing so; 
but we may rest assured that this was 
done with the full knowledge of the 
probable nature of the sacrifice, and 
not with the idea that these vessels 
are a match for battleships; and if 
the conditions as to visibility had been 
better the sacrifice might well have 
been justified by success in engaging 
with the German main fleet. At all 
events, battie cruisers proved that in 
case of necessity they can fight a 
delaying action against battleships 
with reasonable chances of success. 


Battle Cruisers Vindicated. 


(G) There is pofhing. however, in 
the incidents of the fight to justify 
any argument against necessity 
for battle cruisers. When for any 
reason they are deliberately put 
against battleships they must expect 
to suffer in proportion to the rela- 
tively small number of their guns 
and the relative lightness of their 
armor. It is the same with all other 
types of vessels. If in this battle it 
had been considered to launch flo- 
tillas of unsupported destroyers 
against the enemy's battleships in 
daylight, and half of them had been 
destroyed, there would doubtless 
have been .some arguments in oppo- 
sition to building any more destroy- 
érs—and these arguments would have 
been precisely as sound as the popu- 
lar arguments now current as a re- 
sult of the sinking of the three British 
battle cruisers. 

(H) Beyond the demonstration of 
the unexpected resistance of the bat- 
tle cruisers, the incidents of the action 
in question have no bearing upon the 
arguments advanced in ~ hearing 
as to the immediate necessity of the 
addition of battle cruisers to the United 
States Navy in its present condition. 
That the battleships must constitute 
the main strength of a naval force ad- 
mits of no doubt; but, as I attempted 
to show by my testimony, an ade- 
quate force of battle cruisers is neces- 
sary in order that the battleships may 
be used against an enemy with their 
maximum power. This is particular- 
ly true of the situation that would con- 
front us in case of the necessity of 
repelling the attack of an enemy fleet 
against our coast.

Why Britain Controls Sea. 


In a/ supplementary letter written to 
Congressman Oliver, dated July 12, 
Captain Sims further discusses the Jut- 
land battle and its lessons. He says: 

You will see that I agree with you

that the popular arguments in favor. 


of battleships and against battlé 
cruisers that have arisen since the 
North Sea fight are not justified. In 
my letter to the Secretary of the Navy 
I might have invited attention to the 
peculiar quality of battle cruisers to 
which I referred in my hearing, name- 
ly, their ability in chasing commerce 
from the seas wherever they are more 
powerful in the aggregate than the 
enemy's vessels of a similar type. 

This may be made clear by the fol- 
lowing illustrations: Great Britain's 
control of the sea is due to the pos- 
session of certain types (and numbers) 
of vessels which gnable her to accom- 
plish two functions which are wholly 
essential to her success in this war. 

* These are: 

1, Prevention of invasion, by means 
of a battleship force so superior to 
that of the battleship force of her 
enemy that the latter cannot attempt 
to convoy an army of invasion with 
any reasonable chance of success. 

2. Protection of commerce by means 
of a battle crutser force so superior 
to that of the battle cruiser force of 
her enemy that the latter cannot take 
the sea for the destruction of British 
commerce with any reasonable chance 
of escaping destruction by the supe- 
rior British force. Of course they 
could do considerable damage before 
they were caught, but they would 
soon be destroyed. 

The point is that her superior force 
of battleships prevents invasion and 
her superior force of battle cruisers 
prevénts the destruction of her com- 
merce—the cutting off of her essential 
supplies. It follows, as a natural con- 
sequence, that the possession of a 
fleet of this character enables Great 
Britain to deprive her enemy of the 
use of the sea, to blockade her coasts, 
to transport great armies to distant 
points, &c. 

To put the extreme case, suppose 
Great Britain had built no battle 
cruisers, but had spent thefr cost “in 
extra battleships. Neither this great 
force, nor a force of battleships twice 
as great, could have prevented the 
German battle cruisers taking the sea 
and interrupting the enemy’s com- 
merce, simply because Great Britain 
would have had no types an@ numbers 
of vessels fast enough to overtake 
them, and at the same time powerful 
“eer 2 destroy then. 

Similarly, also putting the extreme 
case, suppose that Great Britain had 
built all battle cruisers and no. battle- 
ships. The result would have_ been 
that the relatively more powerful Ger- 
man battleships, even though inferior 
in numbers, would have had control of 
the sea, at least in so far as concerned 
Germany’s ability to send her battle 
fleet where she pleased and convoy 
her troops. The British fleet, being 
composed of nothing more powerful 
(in offensive and defensive qualities) 
than battle cruisers, 
cessfully oppose her. On the other 
hand, Germany would not have the 
freedom of the seas for her commerce, 
because she would have nothing fast 
enough to catch the British battle 
cruisers. ¢ 


All Types of Ships Useful. 


The above is only one illustration of 
the fact that different types of vessels 
are designed to _accompiis difterent 
objects. The nation that has not the 
requisite types, in suffic.ent numbers, 
cannot expect to accomplish these ob- 
jects. Similar illustrations could .be 
given to show the necessity of certain 
other types of war craft, such as scout 
cruisers, destroyers, mine layers, sub- 
marines, sweepers, &c.

Police Halt Three in Fifth Ave- 
nue While Selling Tickets 
for Sheepshead Benefit. 


ACTED ON OFFICERS’ ORDERS 


Members of 47th Regiment Accused 
of Wearing Flowers on Uni- 
forms—Fair Opens Today. 


It was thé National Guardsmen who 
came out to help the Active Service 
Auxiliary of the National Guard sell 
tickets for the bencfit of the wives of 
other guardsmen at the front who 
caused all the excitement there was in 
the big field day ticket-selling bee that 
the Auxiliary held yesterday afternoon. 

It was the third ticket-selling bee 
Staged for the Shecpshead Bay Speed- 
way event for the benefit of guards- 
inén’s families. The Ziegfeld Follies 
girls were to have helped, but they 
were afraid of losing their beauty sleep 
by getting up too early or of being 
made conspicuous, for they did not ap- 
pear. Three National Guardsmen of 
Brooklyn and a small regiment of Boy 
Scouts, however, came to help out. 

The guardsmen were from the Forty- 
seventh Regiment of Brooklyn and had 
volunteered their services at the sug- 
gestion of Captain George M. Teats, 
Adjutant of the Depot Battery of the 
Forty-seventh. They were Sergeant 
8. F. Steel, Orderly N. Kling, and Ser 
geant BE. E, Evers. Evers went down- 
town to sell tickets in an automobile, 
and Steel and Kling were with another 
party which took Fifth Avenue for its 
beat and found trouble there. In 
raising money they were very success- 


ful. In addition to the tickets sold 
Sergeant Steel took $10 for the work 
from a woman who stopped her auto- 
mobile to give it to him, and another 
woman handed $3 to Orderly Kling, 
asking him to tell Mrs. Cornelius Van- 
derbilt that Mrs. Black had sent it. 


Policemen Repeat Message. 
Just about that time Fifth Avenue 
traffic policemen stopped: the automo- 
bile and told the guardsmen that they 
were to report to Captain Teats at the 


armory by telephone at once. As _ the 
party Went on every policeman on Fifth 


; Avenue in turn stopped the car and re- 


peated the same message. 

The men cailed up Captain Teats, who 
would not discuss the matter over the 
telephone but told them he understood 
they had been wearing flowers on their 
uniforms contrary to the army reg- 
ulations that a guardsmen in uniform 
is not to wear anything that does not 
belong to it. 

“If there is any trouble I shall bear 
witness that the guardsmen in our car 
behaved with perfect propricty in every- 
way,’ said Mrs. H. D. Jennings of 
Brooklyn, who was one of the ticket 
sellers of that particular party. ‘‘I saw 
a guardsman who was evidently one 
of the higher officers ere us ina 
car on the avenue, and he must have 
sent in some report.”’ 

Lieutenant Bohn of the Forty-seventh 
Regiment, speaking last night in the 
absence of Captain Teats, said that 
word had come in the afternoon from 
the Adjutant General's office that two 
guardsmen of the Forty-seventh were 
on Fifth Avenue wearing flowers, and 
that traffic police were notified im- 
mediately to stop them and have them 
call up the armory. 

“Thev are responsible men who are 
retained here for special duty in the 
armory,’ said the Lieutenant. ‘ If they 
were found to have been wearing 
flowers contrary to regulations they 
would probably be reprimanded, and 
that would be all there would be to it.”’

Commissioner Howe entered a general 
denial today of the Bennet charges.

In 
all cases where a woman of question- 
able character was admitted, the Com- 
missioner is said to have asserted, the 
adinission was 2 part of a process of 
reformation and not subversive of mor- 
als and good administration at Dllis 
Island. 

Since 1914, according to testimony 
before the committee today, there has 
not been a strict segregation of ‘‘ war- 
rant cases’"’ involving immigrants sus- 
pected of moral turpitude, and others 
held because of personal defects or 
other causes. Solicitor Densmore has 
ordere@ that these classes be segregated 
hereafter.

END TNTANIG SUITS. 


_ BY PAYING $668,000 


Judge Mayer Signs Decree After 
the Company and Litigants 
Reach Agreement. 


BARS ALL FUTURE ACTIONS 


Settlement Disposes of Claims. That 
Originally Amounted to More 
Than $18,000,000. 


Judge Mayer, sitting in the Admiralty 
Branch of the Federal District Court, 
signéd a final decree yesterday dispos- 
ing of all the suits brought against the 


Oceanic Steam Navigation Company, 
Ltd., which operates the White Star 
Line, growing out of the loss8 of the Ti- 
tanic. The decree was issued on a pe- 
tition aating that the Hability of the 
company be limited under the Américan 
statute, to the amount of freight and 

assenger money collecied for the ill- 
ated voyage, and for the value of the 
lifeboats’ salvage. 

The money value of this liability was 
estimated by the company to amount to 
$117,101.85, and this sum, which 
been deposited subject to the order of 
the court, yesterday wag returned to 
the company. Suits were begun by 
hundreds of claimants, but pending the 
action of the court on the petition the 
complaints and answers were withdrawn 
and the suitS were adjusted out of 
court. By the terms of the settlement 
the campany agreed to pay about $665,- 
yoo in full for all claims, and _ this 
amount, it was understood, was to be 
eae pro rata among the claim- 
an 


The original actions répresented 
claims amounting to more than $18,000,~ 
000. These were afterward reduced by 
agreement between the counsel for the 
claimants and the company to about 
$3,000,000. The $665,000 paid By the com- 
pany was deposited in the New York 

rust Company and yielded about 21 
per cent. of the total amount of the 
adjusted claims. 

The Titanic was lost on April 15, 1912. 
Shortly afterward suits began to be in- 
stituted and on Oct. 4, 1912, the com- 
pany filed its petition for a limitation 
of liability. Many of the complaints 
charged that the Titanic was lost 
through the negligence of her naviga- 
tors, with the privity and knowledge 
of her ownérs. Trial of the limitation 
presses ran from June 22 to July 
8, 1915, the evidence clearly indicating 
that the loss of the Titanic wag due 
to an accident. 

Judge Mayer’s decree held the com- 
pany guiltless of any privity or knowl- 
edge such as were charged ih the com- 
plaints and held ‘‘ that the petitioner is 
not Mable to any extent for any loss, 
damage, injuries, destructions, and fa- 
talities, or for any claim whatever in 
any way resulting or arising from or 
growing out of sald collision. 

The first list of claims filed amounted 
to $5,900,000, and this amount was rap- 
idly added to. In one of the preliminary 
arguments in thé suits {t was contended 
that the company had no right to the 
protection of the American law which 
would reduce its Ilability to about $97,- 
000. It was argued that the claims 
must be tried in accordance with the 
British law which would provide be- 
tween $2,000,000 and $3,000, as the 
basis of a settlement.

Volume of Trading Falls Further; 
Prices Firmer—The State: 
of Business. 


Dullness increased on the Stock Ex- 
change yesterday, but with greater 
dullness came greater firmness. In 
part, the betterment in prices could be 
traced to week-end covering by floor 
traders, but in part it Was due to the 
feeling which prevails in ‘many quartets 
that there are too many factors sup- 
porting values to warrant the adoption 
of a bearish attitude toward the mar- 
ket as a whole. 

Many hold that attitude despite the 
failure of thé list to respond in any 
encouraging manner to the week’s good 
news from the sfeel trade. Many on 
that account are refraining from selling 
who otherwise would be induced to do 
so by reason of the indifference of the 
market to things which reflect proa- 
perity. These realize. the repressive in- 
fluence of large foreign selling and of 
the uncertainty which naturally at- 
taches to after-war conditions, and 
they attribute the market’s unrespon- 
siveness to those forces rather than to 
any lack in the present business situa- 
tion. But if they do not sell neither 
do they buy,.and the market is left to 
those who buy or sell, no matter how 
great or how little the motive the pro- 
fessional traders who have grown suf- 
ficient .in number and in resources to 
make up a very considerable total of 
transactions even when the market is 
left almost exclusively in their hards. 
United States Steel was more than 
twice as active as any other stock, yet 
the dealings in it, reached only 28,100 
shares. That was typical of the mar- 
ket’s dullness. The stock gained half 
a point. ‘That was typical of the price 
movement. 

The stock market halts and the sea- 
son has something to do with that, buf 
trade does not seem to lag. For some 
time past the business man has been 
looking ahead with increased caution, 
but the manufacturer has more often 
than not had to worry not about his 
orders, but about his ability to fill them. 
The fact is that most people would be- 
lieve more thoroughly in. the country’s 
prosperity were it not so great. Dis- 
belief in the long continuance of pros- 
perity is one of the main reasons for 
the course which the market has pur- 
sued in recent months, but the fact is 
that this prosperity has already lasted 
a considerable time, that its end is not 
in sight, and that it ‘ts adding very 
greatly to the assets which lie back of 
securities. Under these conditions 
stock market dullness is far less dis- 
concerting to the investor than to the 
trader.

For Sale fer London. 

News as it seeps from London indi- 
cates that the number of American 
stocks called for mobilization by the 
Treasury increases constantly. London 
papers of July 8 brought a list of near- 
ty 400 American securities sought by 
the Government. The list included 
eighteen common stocks, counting Great 
Northern as a common stock, only one 
of which, General Electric, was an in- 
dustrial. London papers of July 18, re- 
ceived yesterday, disclosed 199 addition- 
al securities on the list, of which 160 
were interest-bearing obligations and 
38 stock issues. Thirteen yere common 
stocks, as follows: Jersey Central, 
Omaha, Lackawanna; Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga & St. Louis; Steel, American 
Telephone and Telegraph, Consolidated 
Gas, Enstman Kodak, Ingersoll-Rand, 
International Harvester of Now Jersey, 
Peoples Gas, Swift & Co., and Western 
Union. These 199 securities brought the 
total admitted to the list on July 12 
up to 784.

Recent Imcreases in the List. 

In the London papers of July 13 was 
the advertisement of ‘“‘The American 
Dollar Securities Committee, National 
Debt Office, 10, Old Jewry, London,”’ 
and so official, it was stated, that the 
199 Americans on the mobilization list 
had been summoned on the fourth call 
to the colors, It was learned in inter- 
national banking houses yesterday that 
two additional lists had been promul- 
gated since that time, and, since the 
other lists averaged about 200 securities 
each, it was estimated that the num- 
ber of the American securities which 
the Treasury was prepared to purchase 
or borrow was now not far from 1,200. 
About a thousand of these securities 
have been added to the list this month.

When the British Treasury announced 
its first mobilization of Americans, 
many bankers wondered why industrial 
stocks were not included in the list. 
The industrials in this market had ad- 
vanced much more than had the rails, 
and, though London held many more 
American rails than industrials, the Jat- 
ter could be sold in the great majority 
of cases at a profit, while not so much 
could be said of most of the rails.

WASHINGTON, July 28. — Final re- 
ports on the foreign trade of the United 
States for the year ending June 30, 1916, 
confirm the previously estimated great 
total of six and a half billions of dollars 
of commerce abroad.

Twelve or more of the country’s lead- 
ing. scient ‘in pathology and -experi- 
mental icine #vill ‘gather here next 
Thursday to .study infantile paralysis 
and to confer with experts of New York 
and vicinity on questions of the origin, 
treatment, and spread of the disease. 

They will hold.sessions in the faculty 
rooms of the.College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Colum University, will 
remain in the city three or four days, 
their traveling and hotel expenses are 
being paid. out of $2,000 appropriated for 
the purpose by the eae of Estimate 
Wednesday. 

Asked why he had rer inviting 
the scientists, Health Commissioner 
Haven Emerson said yesterday : 

‘‘ Simply to enlarge the field of labora- 
tory study of the problems connected 
with poliomyelitis. I think that medical 
science should not lose the opportunities 
of. study afforded. ‘by ‘the present epi- 
demic, and if we extend these opportun- 
ities to every laboratory and workers in 
the country we should obtain an ag- 
gregate of knowledge that will be in- 
valuable to the world, for poliomyelitis 


is a worldwide disease.’’ ; 
The Results Expected. — | 

Dr. Emerson added that the visiting 
scientists possibly might make suggeés- 
tions of great value in the fight against 
the disease here, but said there was lit- 
tle likelihood of any of the expected 
visitors having made discoveries which 
had not yet been published, and less 
likelihood that the visitors would, make 
any discoveries while here. ure, 
more than immediate, results. should be 
expected from the conferences, he said. 
The Health Commissioner announced 
the names of twelve whom :he had in- 
vited in the name of the city. Before 
the invitations were extended, he said, 
the names proposed «were referred to 
nine members of the committee formed 
recently by the Mayor to fight infantile 
paralysis and were approved .by the 
committeemen. Four members of the 
committee had not been consulted be- 
cause he had been unable to reach them, 
Dr. Emerson sald, but he added. that he 
was confident of their approval. The 
remaining five members of the commit- 
tee are out of town.

The rec- 
ord, of mistakes of diagnosis in out- 
breaks of scarlet fever and other con- 
tagious diseases, he sald. was about 1 

per cent., and he considered that, as 
poliomyeiltis was usually’ much more 
aifficult to diagnose than most diseases, 
the record of 2 per cent. was good. 

Dr. Emerson yesterday made a special 
hot bane of the newspapers» to print the 
following statement: 

I urge parents not to deprive their chil- 
dren of fresh air with the false idea that, 
by shutting windows, they can keep out 
infection.
